Chickens without a mother, or even 
an adopted mother, such as the me­ 
chanical incubator and brooder, ap­ 
peared in the egg cases o f several 
conimisMoii 
men during 
the 
past 
week and it is said that if the hot 
weather continues many cases will 
arrive at the age when they must 
hatch. 
Commission men declare that the 
best egg-* on the market are those 
which have been kept in cold storage 
since March and 
April, 
and 
that 
country eggs brought in within the 
last week or ten days are apt to be 
far advanced in the process of hatch­ 
ing. 
As a result the cold storage houses 
have been opened and the market is 
flooded with eggs stored from three 
to fifteen months ago. 
The eggs 
have po signs of life in them, for 
the temperature in tile cold 
storage 
houses has been so low that it has 
made the eggs imhatchable. 
These cold storage eggs can lie told 
in a moment after the shell is broken. 
If tile white >tick^ to the shell one 
has an egg good enough in a way, 
but which was ripe three to fifteen 
months ago. 
The reason is a simple one. 
Tt is 
said by commission men that more 
eggs were stored this year than ever 
before and this hot weather is the 
right time to work them off, when 
many country e g g s have 
seen 
too 
much heat to be free from the odor 
of fried chicken. 
Egg> like mother used to serve will 
he a thing o f the past during July, 
August and a part of September, say 
the commission men. The large stor­ 
age o f eggs indicates that the m ar­ 
ket will be flooded for weeks with 
the old fruit. 
It any fresh eggs appear on the 
market and stand the test they are 
stored as they will not show signs 
of age as quickly as the old ones. 
Only those laid in April or in March 
will be sold for the next few weeks. 
Just now a billion cases of eggs 
are in storage in the big dairy and 
produce concerns of the country. This
